Also intercepted were BUBB signals from the lYavana Harbor arca. These
emitters are normally located solely along Soviel coastal areas, sugpesbing
a coastal walch of harbor surveillance Cunclion. D/F bearings reported 11
through 16 September locate the emitter in Uhe vicinlty ol 23WON/822IN,
